A TOTAL of 300 new jobs will be creat¬ 
ed when the second phase of Southend 
Airport's £11.2 million terminal is 
opened at the end of this month.

A CAFE owner is 
joining in a scheme to 
let hard-up people get 
a free coffee. 

Steve and Lyn 
Holford, owners of

The council is of course 
delighted that the decision of 
the High Court to resist devel¬ 
opment in the green belt at 
Glebelands has been 
announced. Not one councillor 
wants to let our precious green 
belt be lost to uncontrolled 
development as we all know 
that it cannot be replaced. But 
for those that think this victory 
ensures the survival of all the 
breen belt in the borough I 
would urge you to read the 
judgement of the Hon Mr 
Justice Blake who makes it 
clear that the council must pro¬ 
duce a local plan and do so 
quickly. 

His judgement can be viewed 
on the council’s website at 
www.castlepoint.gov.uk 

Without a local plan, areas of 
open space like Glebelands 
remain under threat of intense 


development and that is why 
last week the council agreed to 
publish for widespread public 
consultation the draft new local 
plan. 

The plan identifies where 
4,000 homes could be built over 
the next twenty years but in a 
way which we hope is accept¬ 
able to the community. Your 
local councillors will be 
involved in masterplanning the 
sites ensuring that any develop¬ 
ments are welcomed and not 
imposed. The sites will identify 
the minimum and least intru¬ 
sive development rather than 
the highly dense and unaccept¬ 
able form that is often the fea¬ 
ture of those won at planning 
appeals. Without a Plan more 
than 7,000 homes may be built 
causing great harm and impact 
on our community. 

Consultation on the local plan 
starts this week. The council is 
writing to every resident seek¬ 
ing your views and I encourage 
you to respond letting us know 
what your views are about the 
plan. The plan can also be 
viewed on line with all of the 
important supporting evidence 
on the council’s website and if 
you would prefer you can 
respond to us online as well. 

The plan does not mean all 
the development starts straight 
away, it does not! This is a plan 
to provide homes for our com¬ 


munity over the next twenty 
years. As we all live longer we 
must provide for our children 
the homes and jobs that will 
help to make our community 
sustainable. 

Please let us have your views.

Madness to 
their method 


Dallas Buyers Club (15, 
117 mins) 


N ominated for six 
Academy Awards 
including Best Picture, 
Dallas Buyers Club is a pro¬ 
foundly moving biopic of a 
hard-drinking Texan electri¬ 
cian, who refused to pas¬ 
sively accept that his HIV¬ 
positive diagnosis in the mid 
1980s was a death sen¬ 
tence. 

Instead, Ron Woodroof 
smuggled a cocktail of 
unapproved drugs into 
America in direct defiance of 
his physician, who believed 
clinical trials were the only 
way to combat the virus. 

Woodroof established a 
club to sell medications to 
other HIV-positive patients 
but his actions drew the 
attention of police and the 
Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), which 
at that time took eight to 12 
years to approve a new 
drug. 

Ron didn't have time on 
his side - doctors expected 
him to be dead within a 
month - so he bent the 
rules to stay alive. 

His inspirational crusade 
became a beacon of hope: 


Woodroof died on 
September 12, 1992, sever¬ 
al years after he was diag¬ 
nosed with the virus. 

Jean-Marc Vallee's well 
crafted picture opens at a 
rodeo ring where Ron 
(Matthew McConaughey) is 
engaged in unprotected sex 
with two women in the bull 
stall. 

A few days later at work, 
he is electrocuted and 
regains consciousness at 
Dallas Mercy Hospital where 
Dr Nathan Sevard (Denis 
O'Hare) and colleague Dr 
Eve Saks (Jennifer Garner) 
deliver the hammer blow: 
blood tests have confirmed 
that Ron is HIV-positive. 

"Based on your condition, 
we estimate that you have 
about 30 days to get your 
affairs in order," Dr Sevard 
tells Ron. 

"I got a news flash for 
y'all," barks the patient, 
"there ain't nothin' out there 
that can kill Ron Woodroof 
in 30 days." 

Very quickly, Ron accepts 
the diagnosis and travels to 
Mexico to source non FDA- 
approved AZT from Dr Vass 
(Griffin Dunne). 

The medic shatters Ron's 
hopes. 


"The only people AZT 
helps are the people who 
sell it. It kills every cell it 
comes in contact with, 
good and bad," confides Dr 
Vass, who prescribes other 
drugs and vitamins. 

This cocktail keeps Ron 
alive and he goes into busi¬ 
ness with an HIV-positive 
transvestite called Rayon 
(Jared Leto) to peddle the 
same pills to gay men living 
with the virus. 

Dallas Buyers Club does¬ 
n't sugar-coat a bitter pill. 
Woodroof isn't portrayed as 
a flawless, morally robust 
hero. 

However, the friendship 
with Rayon opens Ron's 
eyes to the lasting good he 
can achieve through his 
business. 

McConaughey is mes¬ 
merising, shedding 40 
pounds to convincingly por¬ 
tray the emaciated sandy- 
haired hustler, who dared to 
live only when he had a 
death sentence hanging 
over his cowboy hat. 

Leto is equally compelling, 
concealing his character's 
pain behind the armour of 
fake eyelashes, earrings and 
painted nails. 

Screenwriters Craig Borten 
and Melisa Wallack exercise 
some artistic licence: Rayon 
is a fictional creation. 
However, these additions 
don't detract from the emo¬ 
tional wallop of Jean-Marc 
Vallee's film, or from the 
daring of Ron's enterprise.

Q. Just before Christmas, we looked at an 
empty older-style property which was ideal - 
except that it smelled of damp, even though it 
has new double glazing and, we understand, 
was recently injected. Advice please! 

A. With the sort of weather we’ve all been having 
for what seems like an eternity, you could argue that it’s a miracle that everywhere 
doesn’t smell of damp! 

Seriously though, while I obviously haven’t seen this house myself, I wouldn’t 
necessarily rule it out - not least because ideal homes don’t turn up all that often. 

Of course, damp in itself is not generally an insurmountable problem. It can usually be 
solved. But in any case, it appears from what you say that this work has already been 
undertaken. In which case, quite apart from the fact that all empty properties tend to 
smell musty, this may be nothing more than a simple condensation problem. 

This is actually quite common with older properties that have been comprehensively 
modernised, and ironically it’s often the new double glazing that is to blame. You see, in 
their original state, they were generally pretty draughty. A combination of ill-fitting sash 
windows and doors, plus open fires in most rooms, ensured that these places basically 
leaked air like a sieve. This obviously made them difficult to heat - but it also meant that 
there was a plentiful supply of fresh air. Result: little or no condensation. 

Contrast that with the situation today, when we try to make our homes as airtight as 
possible in order to minimise energy consumption and wastage. Which is not too bad in 
a cavity-walled property built to modern insulation standards (although even here, you 
can still get condensation and even mould on window frames in winter). In older, solid- 
walled properties, however, the combination of highly effective heating, cold outer walls 
and little or no natural ventilation is almost a guaranteed recipe for serious condensation 
problems - particularly in kitchens and bathrooms. 

This is generally easily cured by improving the ventilation - which is why, for example, 
modern homes have extractor fans in bathrooms. 

So, on balance, my advice would be this: give the place the benefit of the doubt and 
make an offer - but make sure you have it thoroughly checked out by a surveyor. If they 
think there’s the slightest chance that there’s a problem, they will recommend consulting 
a damp specialist.

Breathtaking!

AROUND 200 drivers a day 
were arrested for offences 
related to drink driving in the 
2013 Christmas crackdown. 

Figures from the Assoc¬ 
iation of Chief Police Officers 
show that 6,550 drivers 
gave positive breath tests or 
refused or failed to give a 
test during the campaign, 
which ran from November 
29 to January 1. 

The figure is close to eight 
per cent lower than the pre¬ 
vious year’s total of 7,123 
and, of those arrested, some 
1,675 - more than a quar¬ 
ter - were under 25. 

A total of 191,040 people 
were stopped and breath 
tested in England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland during 
the campaign - a nine per 
cent rise compared to the 
previous year. 

But of those tested, the 
proportion who were subse¬ 
quently arrested fell. 

On the drug-driving front, 
513 field impairment tests 
were conducted - a rise 
from 360 during the previ¬ 
ous year’s campaign - and 
143 of those tested were 
then arrested. 

Kevin Clinton, the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents’ (RoSPA) head of 
road safety, said: “While it is 
good news that more tests 


were carried out and the 
proportion of drink drivers 
was lower than the previous 
Christmas, it is worrying that 
motorists are still choosing 
to get behind the wheel 
while over the limit. 

“Ministers in Scotland and 
Northern Ireland have 
already decided to lower the 
drink-drive limit from 80 milli¬ 
litres of alcohol per 100ml of 
blood to 50 millilitres of alco¬ 
hol per 100ml, and RoSPA 
would like the rest of the UK 
to follow suit. Likewise, the 
increase in the number of 
drivers arrested while being 


under the influence of drugs 
is also of grave concern.” 

Enforcing drug-drive laws 
has been difficult because of 
the complicated procedure 
the police need to follow. 

However, a new offence of 
driving with a specified con¬ 
trolled drug in the body 
above a specified limit was 
introduced last year. 

This will come into force 
once rules setting the limit 
for each drug - which are 
currently being drafted - are 
introduced, making it much 
easier for the police to iden¬ 
tify and catch drug drivers.

PENALTY MISS A 
GIFT FOR BLUES

Sky Bet League Two

SOUTHEND consolidated their 
position in the play-off zone after a 
goalless draw against Justin Edin- 
borough’s Exiles on Friday night. 

County should have returned to 
South Wales with the three points, 
but Robbie Willmott fluffed a sec¬ 
ond-half spot kick. 

Played in admittedly appalling 
conditions due to the incessant early- 
evening rain descending over Essex, 
Southend made the brighter of starts 
with top scorer, Kevan Hurst, testing 
County’s Lenny Pidgeley and the 
returning Lee Barnard going close 
on five minutes.. 

Newport hit back and Adam Chap¬ 
man blasted over from the edge of 
the Southend box after Mark Phillips 
had only half cleared Tom Naylor’s 
ninth minute free-kick. 

The Shrimpers soon had the Exiles 
pinned back and Pidgeley was the 
busier of the two keepers fending off 
efforts from Ben Coker and did 
exceptionally well to parry Will 
Atkinson’s 29th minute point-blank 
header onto a post. 

Another chance for the Blues fell 
to Barry Corr, who found himself in 
time and space and was able to set 
himself up, but Pidgeley was equal 
to the Irishman’s near post effort. 

Newport then enjoyed their best 
spell of the half and after Ryan 
Burge had seen his close-range 
effort blocked, fit-again Southend 
skipper, John White, risked another 
injury to his troublesome shoulder 
by denying Rene Howe a certain 
goal on the stroke of half-time. 

Having reportedly suffered a first- 
half head injury, Corr was replaced 
by Anthony Straker at the break. 

Newport should have opened the 
scoring on 51 minutes when Phillips 
appeared to upend a clean-through

Ryan Burge. But, in almost farcical 
conditions with a similarly ‘Jason 
Puncheon-like’ penalty kick, Will¬ 
mott hit the roof of the away end. 

That miss - however - failed to 
inspire either side, although Phillips 
could consider himself lucky not to 
put through his own goal after being 
compelled to head a deep Willmott 
cross from under Bentley’s crossbar. 

Southend - despite the introduc¬ 
tion of the always lively Freddy East- 
wood on the hour in place of the tir¬ 
ing Barnard - never looked like 
scoring and were restricted to long- 
range efforts. 

Hurst never got a sniff at goal all 
night, but tested Pidgeley on 68 min¬ 
utes with a wicked inswinger having 
swapped passes with Coker from a 
well-worked flag-kick. 


Indeed, Newport could have stolen 
all three points deep into stoppage time 
when Willmott’s solo effort brought 
out one of few Bentley saves on a quite 
night for the Southend keeper. 

However, with literally the last 
kick of the game, Southend saw 
Coker’s free-kick fall to Conor Clif¬ 
ford, but the sub lacked composure 
and blasted over the bar from 18 
yards. 

Boss, Phil Brown, said: “I really 
enjoyed the game. That’s what foot¬ 
ball is all about with two sides total¬ 
ly committed. Their captain told me 
he couldn’t believe we were trying to 
play football on that surface - which 
is true as we endeavour to play in the 
right manner. The groundstaff did a 
fantastic job of getting the game on 
tonight - they should get the man-of- 


the-match award!” 

Brown added: “There were 6000 
fans here tonight - probably thinking 
the game would be off at around 6- 
30 - but the conditions weren’t the 
best and nil-nil draw is probably a 
fair result. But, in those last three 
matches we haven’t done enough in 
the final third to win games - if the 
players compose themselves they 
score - like against Millwall and 
Chesterfield. But, the effort was 
there, as was the workrate.” 

Striker, Craig Reid, was the only 
departure at Roots Hall, as the trans¬ 
fer window closed, with Brown 
admitting: “Craig felt as he was 
down the order, behind the likes of 
Freddy Eastwood, Barry Corr and 
Lee Barnard and it was time to make 
a move. I have also spent time on the 
phone with Wigan’s boss, Uwe 
Rosier, trying to get defender, Rob 
Kiernan, back here on loan - but that 
hasn’t happened.”
